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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The language 'computer readable medium' is not disclosed 
in the specification. On page 3 of the specification, 'computer readable storage medium' 
is used. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 21 ,36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted elements are: first web page 
displayed at the workstation and the second web page displayed at the workstation. 

4. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted elements are: first web page 
transmitted from the server and the second web page transmitted from the server. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the 103 rejection of claims 1-7,9-15,17-44 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The art rejection of these claims has 
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been withdrawn. However, 101 and 112 rejections have been made to claims 21-44. 
Please see the above rejection.
